EXTORTION PLOT 


Wife Of Heir To Reynolds 


Tobacco Millions Was 


Intended Victim. 


SOUTH CAROLINA SHERIFF 


SLAIN WITH OWN PISTOL

(AP)—A crudely-planned plot to 
extort $10,000 from R. J. Reynolds, 
Jr., Winston-Salem sportsman and 
heir to tobacco millions, under 
threat of kidnapping his pretty 25- 
year-old wife, ended Friday in the 
arrest of John Lanier, 35, an un- 
employed textile worker.

he wrote the notes to Reynolds and 
maintained that he found the pack- 
age by accident, but later admitted 
he wrote the notes. 


Text Not Revealed 


The first of the notes was receiv- 


ed by Reynolds on October 28 and a 
second was received two days later. 
Officers declined to reveal the text 
of the notes, but said they directed 
that the money be left at the cor- 
ner of Dunleath avenue and Third 
streets here. 


Reynolds turned the notes over 


to his attorney, Stratton Coyner, 
who communicated them to Sheriff 
Transou Scctt. The bureau of in- 
vestigation of the department of 
justice was then, notified of their 
receipt and federal officers came 
here 
from 
Charlotte to investi- 


gate. 


In collaboration with deputies 


from the sheriff's office, the federal i 
agents put the dummy package at! 
the spot designated in the note at j 
1 o'clock Friday morning. About 6 
a. m. Lanier came to the corner 
and after walking about the section 
for several minutes while the offi- 
cers watched him from a hiding!

More motor vehicle accidents in ­ 
volving pedestrians were reported to 
the division of safety of the depart- ! 
ment of revenue during 
the

nine months of 1933 than for any 
Similar period of time since acci­ 
dent records have been compiled by 
the department. 
The number of persons killed in 
these accidents is the largest with­ 
in the past three years. While but 
28 per cent of the total number of 
accidents reported since January of 
this year involved a pedestrian, the 
tact that 51 lier cent of tlit* fatalities 
reported from this tyjx* of accident 
indicates the seriousness of 
any 
general increase in these cases. 
IU.ime Pedestrians 
While there is always a question

motor vehicle driver it at I auh, it is 
evident 
that 
accidents 
resulting 
from those actions on the part of 
pedestrians which indicate extreme 
carelessness, increased to a larger

apiiear that the increase in pedes­ 
trian accidents was due 
in 
most 
part to carelessness on the part of 
j the pedestrian and to a lesser de­ 
gree to reckless driving on the part 
of the motorists, officials said

as possible tor motorists to avoid 
accidents.
